TO CUT MEXICO 
OFF FROM WORLD 


This Is Said to Be Uncle Sam’s 


Pre s e nt Plan. 


ARRANGEMENTS ARE ALL MADE 


At Least That Is the Report That 
Comes by Way of El Paso. the Chief 
Eorder Town, Where 
Information 
Regarding Affairs Relating to 
Trou­ 
bled Southern Republic Is of 
Large 
Importance. 


El Paso, Tex., Nov. 3.—It doesn’t 
surprise any class of men along the 
American border th at the big Europe­ 
an powers are becoming more and ;nor3 
impatient over the -Mexican situation. 
The impatience has been anticipated, 
seeing that the great powers concern­ 
ed alway s have had a definite foreign 
policy where the loss of life and the 
destruction of property are concerned. 
The first m utterings in June, the re­ 
cent “pressure” and the steps which 
m ust follow are simply regarded as the 
logical progress toward the inevitable, 
and that is intervention by the United 
States in the interest of peace in Mex­ 
ico. 
It is well known here that the 
army and navy have made prepara­ 
tions for any contingency and that 
both are ready to move at a m om ent’s 
notice. 
Of course the time limit placed by- 
close students cf the situation is sub­ 
ject to certain conditions. 
If Pancho 
Villa, 
the Constitutionalist general, 
w'ho is holding about thirty foreigners 
as hostages, should permit his men to 
kill the Germans and English, as has 
been done in the past; or if a mob 
of 
tequila-filled 
soldiers 
of 
Salazar’s 
command in Juarez should m assacre 
some of the several thousand Ameri­ 
cans who go nightly to th at city to 
gamble; or if there should be riots 
and death in any of the larger Mexican 
cities, action will come sooner. In the 
orderly course of events, however, the 
knowing ones figure that four months 
at the outside will see 
the United 
States lifted Into the saddle. 
It may be said th at the war depart­ 
ment and the navy departm ent are not 
only ready to go into Mexico, but they 
have worked out plans, they have 
made arrangem ents to carry out those 
plans, and they can begin to move in­ 
side of a half hour. It is again safe to 
say that within two hours of the send­ 
ing of telegraphic instructions from 
Washington, the guns of Uncle Sam ’s 
field artillery would be in a position 
to wipe Juarez off the map in a case of 
non surrender, and to raze Matemor- 
as, Neuvo Laredo, Naco, Cananea and 
every other Mexican town along the 
border. 
American troops would hold 
all the outlets within half a day , if that 
were necessary , and control the ter­ 
mini of the railroads, national or pri­ 
vate, while fleets of warship in the At- 
lantic-and the Gulf of California would 
be moving to capture every Mexican 
port. 
A full day would put 10,000 in­ 
fantry men and artillery , a full division, 
on transports which are waiting for 
them, bound for Vera Cruz, the first 
im portant strategic point toward Mex­ 
ico City . 
The following day every 
United States soldier on the mainland 
would be in trains moving toward the 
posts assigned. This is not guesswork 
and not prophecy ; the plans are made, 
the trains arranged for and tested, the 
supplies provided for. It only required 
six hours to start for Cuba in the last 
intervention, and it will not take so 
long in Mexico. 
Enough of the general plan is known 
to say th at w-e are not going to inun­ 
date Mexico with United States sol­ 
diers. We are going to embargo Mex­ 
ico.

Frawley committee, as Mr. Peck said 
-when he appeared as a witness at the 
impeachment trial. 
If the grand jury indicts Sulzer his 
disqualification as a m ember of the 
new* assembly is assured. 
There is 
little doubt that the ex-governor will 
have to answ er to a charge that he 
tried to induce ex-Senator Stephen J. 
Stilwell to m ake an affidavit incrim­ 
inating Charles F. Murphy , A. J. Levy 
and Senator J. J. Frawley in return for 
a pardon. 
The steps to be taken against Sulzer 
may be looked for immediately after 
the legislature meets on Nov. IO.

to disperse, fired their revo lvers in 
the air.
